They had to share the stage with David 
Azrieli. Concordia gave Dr. Dave an honourary degree 
for helping to build up Concordia and tear down the 
Van Horne mansion. If Lady Macbeth only had a 
university in her kingdom, she wouldn’t have had to 
fret about all the blood on her hands. 


But I have told you far too many morbid tales today. 
It’s spring. Time of new graduates and new hope. Out 
at Loyola the grass is green and the trees are budding. 
Downtown the sidewalk doors of Casa Pedro are open 
again and as a result the sangria is all the more delight- 
ful. In the spring all the voices are gone for awhile and 
we can laugh freely once again. 


New, fresh blood surges through our limbs and strains 
of “For Ever Young Drift’ drift easily across the land, 
unchallenged.

Quebec City (Reuters, CUP, IN, OUT, UPI, CP, AC-DC, 
Southam, AP] — At a hastily-called press conference held 
yesterday afternoon in lower-city topless bar “Chez 
Boum-Boum”, Premier Robert Bourassa and members of his 
cabinet revealed new amendments to his government’s con- 
troversial Bill 22. 

Citing pressure from Minister of the Environment 
concerning the mounting air issue, Bourassa confirmed the 
rumour that not all Quebec residents would be allowed to 
breathe. The announcement left the assembled reporters 
gasping. 

Bourassa, dressed in a frilled pink chiffon blouse and 
sporting a red and black armband (matched by a suede 
shoulder bag with darling little buckles) announced that 
“breathing in Quebec is a privilege, not a right. But don't 
worry, the gouvernement has allowed for various 
interpretations of the bill and a quota system will be 
implemented. 

“Under the new section of the bill, citizens of Quebec 
must demonstrate that they have a working knowledge of 
their lungs otherwise they will not be allowed to breathe the 
air of their choice. Also, only those who can prove that their 
ancestors have breathed fluently for a number of generations 
will be allowed oxygen. 

“However, all citizens of Quebec are granted the right of 
buying compressed air in tanks from a newly-formed 
government agency. 

“Children as well will be affected. Children already 
enrolled in school will be allowed to keep breathing, 
although first-time school children must go before a review 
board and answer questions about breathing before they will 
be allowed to breathe.” 

Questions such as “When is a windpipe not a windpipe?” 
“Does the word ‘larynx’ end in the letter y or z?”, “What's the 
Tahitian word for ‘lung’?” and “Through how many blood 
vessels would a corpuscle flow if a corpuscle could flow 
through?” may be included in the test for pre-schoolers. 

In response to a question from a gas-masked journalist, 
Bourassa said, “If families want to set up Saturday morning 
lung-instructional programs for their children, the 
government cannot stop them. These parents are perfectly 
within their rights, er, privileges. 

“Also, some parents have expressed fears that their 
children will be separated into breathing and non-breathing 
factions. For example, achild already enrolled in school will 
be allowed to continue breathing. However, if a younger 
sibling fails to pass the breathing exam, then he will not be 
allowed to breathe. There must be some sacrifice for the 
benefit of the majority.” 

Asked what would happen if one of his children were 
pushed into a non-breathing category, Bourassa answered, 
“Naturally, | would send him out of the province so that he 
may obtain a fully-ballanced lung development.” 

Bourassa went on and talked about other sections of the 
bill that he is trying to pass in the national assembly. 

“Among other things in Bill 22, the government hopes to 
pass new and exciting features for the people of Quebec. For 
example, Section 31-48-18-yellow-hup-hup-hup, subsection 
156790315741, article un, will incorporate Madame Benoit as 
the patron saint of cooking of Quebec. As well, an engraving 
of Brother Andre's heart will appear on the back of 
Quebec-minted coins, replacing the portrait of the Queen. 

“Also, the government is considering handing out 
uniforms to strikers and to those who are unemployed. 
Considering these two factions form a considerable portion 
of the population of Quebec, the garment industry will be 
given a shot in the arm. 

“As well, the government will distribute tons of steel wool 
to the rural communities of Quebec so that the people can 
knit stoves in the winter.” 

However, at this point in the news conference, a number 
of Quebec citizens who seemed to be included in the 
non-breathing quota, began a demonstration near the pinball 
machines and stacks of magazines, chanting, “Choke, 
choke, choke!” The Security Service quickly herded the 
demonstrators into an air-tight room and turned on the 
vacuum cleaners.

In practical terms, the aim of Health Education is to 
enable health practitioners to be more understanding 
and responsive to the growing sophistication and 
changing attitudes of the public towards the prevention 
of disease and the maintenance of health. Our program- 
mes seek to relate scientific, humanistic and professional 
knowledge in the assessment of health needs. Those who 
participate in our programmes become aware of the vital 
relationships of individual and social well-being. 
lifestyles, environment and human biology

leading to: 

B.A. Specialization Community Nursing (90 credits) 
B.A. Major Community Nursing (90 credits) 
Certificate in Community Nursing (45 credits) 
Certificate in Health Education (42 credits) 


Community Nursing Programmes 


As social attitudes change towards health maintenance 
and disease prevention, nurses must remain aware of 
these changes. The nurses should learn to be more 


health oriented than disease oriented; individual orien- 
ted rather than institutional oriented; and more ac- 
countable to the individual and the community rather 
than to the physician and institution 


The purpose of the programme is to offer further 
education to experienced Registered nurses working in 
community settings such as schools, industry, com- 
munity clinics, doctors’ offices, hospital services and 
other agencies. Consideration has been given to the 
nurse's emerging role as a member of the multi- 
disciplinary health team and her interests in the field of 
community nurse practitioner. health administrator, 
health educator and other specialities. Courses, 
therefore, are designed for their relevance to society and 
professional needs in general, and to the needs of 
students and individuals specifically 


The curriculum will provide the graduates with a 
knowledge of the basic and behavioral services and thus 
prepare them to assume leadership in adapting health 
care to the individual and community. This means that 
they will make nursing diagnosis and institute ap- 
propriate care. Equally important the graduates will 
know their limitations and when to use appropriate 
medical and other referral services as necessary 


Certificate in Health Education 


The measure of the “well-being” of a community is 
much more than just an analysis of life expectance, 


disease incidence and cause of illness. Any health policy 
that aims to improve the health state of people must also 
take into account the mental and social health, the en 
vironment, and the lifestyles of people 


The purpose of this Certificate is to answer the needs of 
society as proposed by the Parent Report and further 
elaborated in the Castonguay Report. The Certificate will 
provide the educational foundation for effective health 
action in the community and make students aware of the 
social, cultural, psychological, behavioral and 
educational processes that make up a successful health 
field strategy 


The Certificate provides allied health workers with the 
opportunity to become more effective in their work and 
professionally more competent
